4* Ve have the impression that the designation of MARIOVTC in M39A- 
3554 as a suspected Czech agent is probably guesswork only. Other FOB 
traces of MARE0V1C are contained in >falA-9753* where ha l a li sted a m o n g 
Slovak parsons and groups considered to be within UJ EKEADJVL^ sphere of 
interest as opposed to USAGES Slovak interests in the conflict between 
UJ DREADFUL and USAGE for ties to the Slovak emigration. In September 1951 
FOB asked BJ DREADFUL whether Karol KARK0VIC van a ZIFTER ntmber or known 
to UJ DREADFUL. Apparently no reply vaa ever received. Attachment states 
ft*oa a reliable source that MARJCGVTC la* or was* connected with DURCAISKI 
(who is of definite interest to ZIPPER)* and to Milo a lav BAHIAK* listed as 
a CIO interrogator and agent In Gamp Yalta (in which capaci ty h e undoubtedly 
knew Michael VTIFIARSKI, also a CIO interrogator and UJ DREADFUL agent).
